THE INDUSTRIAL LEAGUE, 


Its First National Tariff Convention Beiag

CHICAGO, November 15.—The Industrial 
League of America opened its first National 
Tariff Convention at Fairbanks Hall in 
the Central Music Hall Building at 1l o'clock 
this morning.

--GUITEAU'S TRIAL. 


The Impaneling of Jurors Still 


Going On. 


A Citizen who Thought Garfield’s 
Murder a Sefious Accident. 


The Crush for Seats in the Court-Room 
and the Scenes. 


WASHINGTON, November 15.—The pressure to 
obtain admission to the court-room this morn- 
ing was notably greater than yesterday. After 
the ushers had exercised the right of selection 
and admitted two or three score well-dressed, 
respectable-looking people, including a Penn- 
sylvania member of Congress, accompanied by 
ludies, the doors were thrown open and there 
was a sudden and impetuous influx of repre- 
sentatives of the rougher elements of society. 
The five jurors sworn yesterday were early in 
attendance. 


The court was tormallv opened a few minutes 
aiter 10 o’clock, and immediately after the 
counsel in the case and the brother and sister 
of the prisoner entered. After the lapse of a 
few minutes Guiteau was hurried into the 
court-room in the custody of half a dozen 
policemen and depnty marshals. His hand- 
cuffs were removed andj he shook hands with 
his sister and brother and took a seat reserved 
for him between them and his counsel. 

Scoville then submitted an aflidavit and 
made application tor an order for an additional 
number of witnesses, which order was made 
by thecourt. Then the additional panel of 
seventy-five summoned last evening was 
called, most of the persons responding when 
called, 

GUITEAU 
manifested less nervousness and excitability 
than yesterday, although in his whispered con- 
versations with his brother he was quite de- 
monstrative and earnestin his manner. 

A coiored barber named Howard was the first 
juror to be called and examined as to 
his fitness to serve. His unswers showed 
him to be not disqualified from service, but 
the defense challenged him peremptorily, be- 
ing the fourth peremptory challenge. 

Next was aman named Lynch, who had de- 
cided upon the opinion that Guiteau ought to 
be nanged or burned. He was, of course, ex- 
cused, as wasgalsothe next (named Bailey), 
who declared his belief that Guiteau wascrazy. 

The next was a colored man, remarkable tor 
Lis frilled shirt front and dramatic posture and 
inanner, whorelated the history of his past 
site und then was peremptoriliy challenged by 
the defense. In tact, it is understood that 
(,viteau is resolved not to have a colored man 
on the jury. 

The next was an Lrishman named Michel 
Shceban, with avery pronounced brogue, who 
has no opinion upon the subject of Guiteau’s 
clime except thut ‘‘the wnan was out ot his 
head.’’ Hle was sworn as the sixth juror. 

Win. Ta)bott, an iron worker, having an- 
swered all questions to the satisfaction of the 
defense, saying that he ‘‘had never 
bothered his head on the «question of 
(;uiteau’s crime,’’ was challenged peremptor- 
iliy by the prosecution. Several others iu sac- 
cession wee excused on tneir statements. 
They had tirm ana decided opinions. Oneof 
them believed Guiteau ougbt to be hanged and 
another would require convincing medical 
testimony to change hisopinion. A long-faced 
young colored man named Foster declared 
he was pertectly tree from any 
prejudice in the matter, but admitted that he 
hau mentioned it (the murder of Garfield) to 
several parties as *‘quite a serious accident.’’ 
He was challenged peremptorily by the defeose. 

samuel F. Hobbs, a native of Maryland and 
a carpenter by occupation, answered all ques- 
tions satisfactory and was sworn as the 
seventh juror. 

G. W. Gates, a young man, native of Wash- 
ington, and a machinist, was sworn as eighth 
juror. After that, for about an hour, every 
man called confessed he had formed a‘‘firm,’’ 
or ‘‘decided,’’ or ‘*unalterable’’ opinion on 
the question of the piisoner’s guilt, and was 
excused. 

THERE WAS ONE EXCEPTION 

in the person of a colored man named Ralph 
Wormiley, a plasterer by occupation, who 
thought he couid render a fair verdict, and 
said he had not read more about the case than 
he did ‘‘in ordinary cases of that kind.’’ He 
did not believe everything he read 
in the newspapers becauss they had published 
things ubout himself that were not true. LHe 
could not say whether the President was shot 
by the prisoner untilhe would near the testi- 
mony. Of course _—if an insane 
man did the shooting he would be 
as much guilty as anybody elise. The ‘*crazy’’ 
part of the business was something else; ‘‘no 
sensible man could have done such a thing.’’ 
After consultation between counsel and pris- 
oner ana bis brother, Scoville said the defense 
would accept the juror, and so Wormiey was 
swornin as the ninth juror. 

The list of seventy-five having been ex- 
hausted, the Marshai§was directed to summon 
snother list of seventy-five for to morrow, and 
the court adjourned. 

THERE WAS SOME DIFFICULTY 
in maintaining order among the crowd 
of spectators resent to listen to the 
proceedings. here were no manifesta. 
tions of ill-will against the prisoner except 
now andthena slight disposition to applaud 
an expression occasionally made by those 
being examined for jury ene | that they were 
of the decided opinion thatthe assassin ought 


to be hanged; but applause was in 
every instance promptly checked 
bv the deputy marshals. A

COTTON, WHEAT AND CORN. 


Reports of the Department of Agriculture 
on These Products, 


WASHINGTON, November 15.—The report ot 
the Department of Agriculture on cotton indi- 
cates a yield per acre considerably less than 
last year. Itis reported there is a decrease ot 
33 per cent in Louisiana,40 per centin Texas and 
nearly 60 per cent in Arkansas. North Carolina 
makes a return of 30 per cent lessjyield than in 
1880. South Carolina, Georgia and Mississipp 
report a better conaition, and prospects for a 


crop not mucn below last year in those States. 
Of wheat the average vield per acre in 1831 is 
103g bushels, against 131-10 in Is8s8y, 
indicating a decreas f about 20 per cens 
or 100,000,000 bushels from last year’s product. 
In the interior and Western states there has 
been a great falling off, caused bya severe 
winter,latecoldjspring, drouth, andia several 
States insect ravages, but while the quantity 
of the crop is reduced the quality generally is 
reported very good. Corn—Reports say the 
November returns show an average vield of 
2034 bushels per acre, indicating a falling off 
of about 25 per cent trom the crop of 1880, 
caused chiefly by tne general and protracted 
drouth during the growing seasonand by 
excessive rains since the crop was harvested. 
‘The quality of the cropis somewhat below the 
average.

France, 

*ARIS, November 15.—Rouvier has béc.. up 
pointed Minister of the Colonies as well as of 
Commerce. The following have been appoint- 
ed Under Secretaries: Spuller of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Le Lievre of War, Blondinof Marine, 
Caze of Agriculture, Felix Faure of Commerce 
and the Colonies, Lesguillon of Public Works, 
Martin Feuille of Justice, Develle of the In- 
terior, De la Porte of Finance. A decree 
willbe published reuniting the Ministers of 
Public Instruction and of Worship. This is 
important in view of the violent anti-clerical 
opinions of Paul Bert, the ministerof Public 
Instructions. 

THE NEW MINISTRY. 

LONDON, November 15.—The Times in its 
leading article says: The composition of the 
French Ministry was somewhat of a surprise 
and perhaps little of disappointment in its sig 
nificance. Paul Bert’s appointment to the 
Ministry of Public Instruction cannot be mis- 
taken. The new Ministry, it may almost be 
said, is not 80 much a Ministry of Gambetta as 
itis Gambetta himself. It is impossible not to 
see in the ascendancy of Gambetta a certain 
revival of personal government and a possible 
menace to the spiritot Republican institutions. 
His ascension to oftice is a turning-point in the 
affairs of France, and possivly even in those 
ot Europe, but history and hiacareer are the 
strongest security that Gambetta can be prov! 
against seifish ambitions.

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A Carnivorous Parrot. 
London Daily Telegraph, October 25. 

There is now in the **Zoo0” a very remark- 
able bird, the Nestor notabilis, or Mountain 
Kea, of New Zealand. [tis a parrot of strong 
fame and powerful bill and claws,whieh were 
used like those of all parrots for obtaining a 
vegetablejdiet until the colen’sts introduced 
sheep and pigs. AS soon as this was done, 
the Kea seems to have abandoned vegetable 
food and to have taken entirely to flesh--stn:. 
Ile attacks sick or dying or disabled sheep, 
and with his powerful cutting beak opens a 
passage through the back and eats the intes- 
tines. Even healthy animais are sometimes 
assailed by the Nestor notabilis,and there are 
sheep-runs in New Zealand where consider- 
able losses have been incurred through these 
strangelv degenerated birds. The specimen 
in the Zoological Gardens gave as much 
trouble to capture as xn eagle, tearing the 
clothes of the shepherd who knocked it 
down while pouncing on a lamb, and lacerat- 
ing his hands. The Kea scorns cooked meat, 
biscuits, fruit, or seeds, and likes raw mut- 
ton better than any food. He will tear the 
skin and flesh fron: a sheep’s head after the 
furious fashion of a vulture—leaving nothing 
but the bare skull. He atone time hoids the 
morsels in his jifted claw, after the style of 
parrots, and at another grips them under his 
feet while rending with his beak like a hawk. 
This is a very curious example of change of 
habit, for there is every reason to believe that 
before sheep and pigs were introduced into 
New Zealandthe Kea was as fruvivorous in 
i's meals as most, if not all, other parrots. 
He will now eat pork and beef as well as mut- 
ton, and has become, in fact, utterly and 
hopelessly carnivorous.

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Some of the Many Little Leaks Out of 
Whieh Government Money Escapes. 
Washington Cor. Philadelphia Times. 

A good many treatises on ‘‘Money and How 
to Make It”? have been written and published. 
The theories are even more plentiful than 
the methods actually — and the whole 
world is practicing. I have never yet seen & 
book of instructions on the art of spending 
money. The whole problem in life appears 
to center in the business of getting money to- 
gether, of keeping it together after yeu get it. 
The problem is a still more serious one when 
you come to governments instead of individu- 
als. The difticulty of keeping Government 
money together is something superhuman. 
It begins with a township trustee and 
leads up to the most aggravated form with 
Uncle Sam’s custodians. Once in a while a 
man Will rob himself, oftener his wife and 
familv and somewhat more often his employ- 
ers: but it is only as an officer of the govern- 
ment orin an official capacity that he can 
successfully rob everybody, including him- 
self, atthe sametime. This is thejbeauty of 
a government position. To be able to spend 
somebody else’s money is a motive power In 
politics. I have laid it down asa distinct 
and incontrovertible proposition that salary 


is government and government is salary. One 


cannot exist without the other. Starting 
from correct premises, if you ever arrive ata 
conclusion at all, it will probably be a correct 
one. 

THE TREASURY SCANDAL, 

I think I can give another foundation for 
solid reasoning: the smaller the steal the 
worse it is—tbhe more sbame and contumely— 
for the thieves.I have been an amused looker- 
on herein Vienna at the raid being made on 
Jobn Sherman, because a department carpen- 
ter, sent by theorder of a sycophantic Super- 
intendent of Treasurv-workshops, did sixty 
dollars’ worth of work on Secretary Sher- 
man’s house. That the work was done and 
that Sherman got the benefit of so muca to 
which he was not eutitled, there is no doabt. 
That he ect a great deal morethan the car- 
penter job thereisno question. ‘These ad- 
mitted, you may sav, what defense can ! 
madeof Sherman? ‘This: so faras beinga 
celiberate party to such smali roguery, S#er- 
manistoblame the same as tne Secretary 
of the Navy is to blame for the petty pecuia- 
lations in the navy vard pointed out 
‘ast Week: the same as the Postmater-Gen- 
cralis for Star Route frauds; the same asthe 
Secretary of the Interioris forland and la- 
dian raseatities. SE x-Secretary Sherman says 
he knew nothing whatever of the details of 
the work on his house. ‘The Secretary was 
too busy with his fences in Ohio and had time 
for heavier tinanciering oniy. I think it ua- 
ressonable to doubt Sherman’s word on this 
point. Nobody with any sease believes that 
Jobn Sherman would hbave planned and 
schemed to beat the Government out of fifty 
cents toa dojlar a day, letting a whole de- 
partment into bis confidential operation,when 
by a crook of the tinger and without fear of 
cetection‘he might bave madea million. 1 
was never an admirer of Sherman nor bave I 
ever reverenced bis financial ability, but I 
have never piaced him below the ordinary 
ideal or heiped advertise him asa common 
fool. 


> 
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GNAT AND CAMEL, 

I have been amused at the noise made over 
all this petty loosenessin accountabilliv be- 
cause itis really funny to see how easily the 
publie overlooks or underlooks the most 
civantie robberies. Take the péhsion busi- 
ness,for example. The Commissioner ol 
Pensions bas just putin a cool request for 
100,000,000 for the next fiscal year. In the 
neantime, as a littie deficiency—pocket 
money—he wants $20,000,000 right away, 
Do vou knew what F100,000,000 means? Icis 
a big sum of money—more = _ than 
the best newspaper mun ever 
made in a year. Fifty million was the 
dcfictency last year andtwenty million more 
is wanted. Ninety million will probably see 
us through the present fiscal year. Ah, there 
is nothirg Mean about the pension business. 
We deai in miliions now. Just think of a job 
of carpentering for Sherman compared with 
the great pension robbery, which will, it is 
now -¢stimated, not fall far short of 4500,- 
000,000! And yet Sherman’s carpentering, 
Shnerman’s bav rum, etc., have created more 
vigorous condemnation than this vgivantic 
robbery of the age. Why’? Because people 
hate and despise a sneak thief, while they ad- 
nire the dash of the robber. 

A POLITICAL JOB, 

But there is another reason which comes to 
brace up this human instinct. The 500,000,000 
was 1 bid froma political party throuch its 
representatives in Congress for the soldier 
vote. Thev robbed the people of the United 
States of }900,000,000 to pay afew surviving 
ex-soldiers for their franchises in the next 
coming election. Howdid the plan work’ 
Did they get What they paid out other peo- 
ple’s money for with such wanton liberality? 
Not much. For the other political party, 
frightened at the ghost of the ex-soldier, 
bastily converted the measure into their own. 
Both parties went upon the stump and 
claimed the great pensiou robbery as their 
ownest own and boasted of their patriot- 
ism in the bargain! This is how 
the great robbery miscarried Aas 
a means of making political capital. 
Atthat time the fvliowers of Hancock and 
Gartiela scarcely knewthe extent to which 
they had plundered the Treasury under the 
hypocritical cant of “‘patriotism.’’ You don’t 
hear any of the robbers boasting of it now. 
Nor are the partisan journals publishing col- 
umn after column of small Treasury scan- 
dals, declaiming the great pension infamy 
from the housetops. The dark, deep, mys- 
terious shadow of the ex-soldier looms up 
ahead of them and the damming evidence of 
their own partisan demagoguery in Congress 
hovers over their rearto estop complaint. It 
is only the great people tehind all, who are 
taxed ten doliars apiece for every man, 
woman and child, or from fifty to seventy- 
five dollars for every adult male, to pay for 
thts outrageous robbery, that may groan ua- 
der the iniquitous burden. 

AN ABUSE OF PATRIOTISM. 

Pensions tothe disabled ex-Union soldier 
and bis family was and is a sacred trust. The 
laws under which be had entered service had 
been enlarged and tiberalized year after year 
by political competition until it seemed as 
if there was nothing leftto be done tothe 
soldier’s memorv. It was at this stage, on the 
eve of a national election, that the politica! 
cdemagogues in Congress rushed in with the 
great pension robbery and vied with each 
otber in shoveling out the public money for 
votes.

We might own 
in the Government’s name, for the use of the 
people and their heirs forever,the principal 
lines of telegraph and railroad. We might 
open up the Mississippi River traflic to the 
benefit of ten millions of peop!e who live and 
lnborin the great valley. With $500,000,000 
we might have all of these and lay the foun- 
dation of permanent prosperity and power 
the greatest on the face of the earth.

The ignorance of Educated Men. 
From the London World. 

Even shrewd and clear-headed men of the 
world, who are supposed to be au couran/ 
with everything, and who have great oppor- 
tunities of picking up miscellaneous infor- 
mation at thelr disposal, exhibit a degree of 
nescience upon a host of matters, certainly 
not wanting in breadth or popularity of in- 
terest, which is little less than astounding. 
They have, perhaps, a correct apprehension 
of the motives and the character of the latest 
joint-stock company, but on politics, foreign 
and domestic, or any question connected with 
literature, science, art or history, they have 
nota single idea except such as are derived 
from the newspapers, which give them their 
sole mental pabulum. Itis surprising how 
high menof real braina and application may 
climb in professions that are learned and in- 
tellectual, and yet how infinitesimally littie

or contemporary. There are, of course, in 
England hundreds of lawyers whose minds 
are embellished with every kind of knowl- 
edge, whose intellectual treasure-house is 
rich in a multitude of delicate thoughts and 
fancies, who have traveled widely, seen 
much, heard much and forgotten nothing; 
who would have been bishops if they had 
gone into the church,and would have won 
for themselves the highest niche in the tem- 
ple of fame if they had taken to literature. 
Yet lawyers, as a rule, whether barristers or 
advocates,are not men eminent for intel- 
lectual accomplishments. Their cenversa- 
tion alternates between shop and slang. As 
much may almost be said of the politicians 
of the period. The average member of the 
Parliament is one of the most unideaed, un- 
intelligent people imaginabie. He can talk 
to the house, and he can sometimes talk over 
his constituents. Very likely he belongs to 
the Garrick or the Athenxum, but in general 
society he is nearly speechless, and when he 
tries to be facetious in a country-house, his 
best jokes are memories of Gosset’s room. 


DOG-FIGHTING. 


A Beastly Exhibition: Near New York 
City—High Sport. 
From the New York Sun, lth. 


A fight for $1,000 occurred yesterday ina 
barn Within twenty miles of this city, between 
Tony Pastor, a white dog, two years anda 
half old, owned by W. Russell, a dog fancier, 
of Boston, anda yellow dog, named Boxer, 
from Fall River. Tony Pastor fought and 
killedthe famous Tige, and also beatthe 
brindle slut Flyin forty minutes. Boxer is 
seven years old, and is also a celebrated fight- 
er. Hekilled a Woburn dog of fame, in a re- 
cent fight, after a baitie of three hours and 
twenty minutes. Piles of money were wager- 


ed at ov to 40, Tony Pastor  be- 
ing the favorite. Exch weighed 23% 
pounds. Fully 250 sporting men sat on tiers 


of hard wooden benches surrounding the pit, 
engertosecthe fray. AS soonas the $1,000 
was placedinthe hands of the referee and 
time-keeper, te ordered the dogs to be 
broughtin. Touv Pastor was the first to be 
led into the pit. He was insuch fine trim that 
while be was being Washed down ibe betting 
rose to 50 toc0 on bim: but when the veteran 
Boxer was brought in a few minutes iater he 
bitso savagely at his handlers that the betting 
became even. He did not take kindiv to 
water. Being so near the end of an averace 
fighting dog’s life, he seemed to show .2s much 
know!edge of What was going to be done as 
his bandicr. The erowd was already heated 
with excitement, and the exclamation of one 
of the backers of ‘Tony Pastor, **Look at that 


feller there ’andlin’ of Boxer hall over arter 
77s Washed)?’ started a growl alone the 
benebes that had hardly subsided when the 


dogs had been dragged to their respective 
corbers. 

At 2:50 o’clock Tony Pastor rushed aecroi3s 
the pit and at onee got an ugly shoutder 
hoid on Boxer. The blood spurted fromthe 
yellow dog’s shou!der as if it had been lanced. 
Thereafter he had oniy three legs to tight on. 
The betting suddenly stopped. 

*Hit’s all: the worid to a china orange now,” 
said a lall River man, and a New Yorker, 
who had put his money on boxer, offered 100 
to S50 against him. Neverthe'ess, the struzete 
between the dogs, whose writhing bodies 
were rolling about the pit in all kinds of 
contcrtions, ended in Boxer’s breaking the 
hold on bis shoulders. After one hour’s 
bard fighting the betting ehanged, and 50 to 
25 was efferedonthe Fall River dog, with 
no jakers. After an hour and twenty 
minutes haa passed the Fail River 
dog then Went down, and thereafter fought 
as the under dog nearly all the way through. 
He did not get upon bis feet ayain over six 
times, but Le kept figbting ail the time and 
inflicted terrible punishment, receiving heavy 
fallsin veturm. Atthe end of three hours 
they were hauled eff and well sponged. 

Tony Pastor when let co crossed over the 
pit with 2 rush torenew the fignt, Boxer go- 
ing down from weakness as he received Him 
and continuing the same tactics as before. 
At the end of another two minutes they were 
sponged again. When they were let go Boxer 
looked bewildered and showed no disposition 
to leave biscorner. ‘The referee immediately 
decided that his younger rival had won the 
fight. (ood judges said that Boxer, being so 
oid, would die from the effects of the battie. 
The tirst hold of Tonv Pastor on his shoul- 
der, they saic, had done the business.

Itis 
true that various personages belonging to the 
more violent parity in the Church have made 
suggestions to the rulers of the Hierarchy, 
proposing different schemes, and urging the 
Pope to free himself from the yoke and sight 
of the usurping Government, and 
shake the dust from off his fee against un- 
erateful, unbelieving Italy. And the Holy 
lather invariabiy takes all these suggestions 
*finto serious consideration.’’ But this really 
means an advertisement to Ltaly to this effect: 
**Mind what you are about! If you drive me 
too hard, you wili force me to be off some of 
some of these days; ana how would you like 
that?’? ‘The Pope knows very well that Italy, 
despite her usurpation and irreligion, would 
notiike itatall. And he knows also, that in 
any such change he wouid, to use a vulgar 
phrase, “‘gotfurther and fare worse.’’ All 
the talk is, in fact, extremely xnalogous to 
that of a discontented wife, who is always 
threatening to apply for a separation. That 
there is much incompatitiiity of temper in 
this cause is unceniable. But the parties, with 
whatever amount of bickering, wiil jo y on 
tegether, and probably end by finding some 
not intorabie modus virendi.

WONDERFUL ESCAPE. 


Five Men Blown One Hundred and 
Twenty Feet. 

Deer Lodge (Montana) New Northwest, Nov. 4. 

The principal grading of Clark’s Fork Di- 
vision of the Northern Pacific Railroad is be- 
ing done in Hell Gate Canon, between New 
About nine miles 
below New Chicago is what is known as “*the 
lower rock cut.” The grade is 12 or 15 feet 
above the Hell Gate River, and the rocky 
bluff out of which it is being blasted is 20 or 
20 feet higher. On Tuesday morning of this 
week a “sand? or “ferevice” blast was set in 
this bluff. The main blast consisted of seven 
Kegs of black powder sunk toadepth of 1 
or 20 feet, with two smaller auxiliary blasts set 
with shorter fuse to open the crevice. It being 
but a short distance below the company store 
Nelson Bennett, contractor, and F. H. An- 
derson, bookkeeper, walked down to see the 
shot. The fuses were fired, the men sought 
sheiter, and two explosions followedin quick 
succession. Bennett said, **The shots have 
all gone off; let’s go down,” and started 
down. Some said, **No! the big shot is not 
off yet;”? but he kept on, Anderson, Robert 
Dunn, Mike McCarty and Charles Reichenberg 
following. Some one back called out again, 
“The big shot isn’t fired yet!’ Bennett, who 
by this trme had reacned the portion of the 
biuff which was mined and saw the rock un- 
disturbed, is reported to have _ replied, 


“No, but she’s going now, and so are 
we.” And sure enough they did. The 


seven-keg charge exploded with terrific foree, 
throwing What En:cicecr Morgan es:imates 
at SLO cubic yards of reck out toward and 
into the river and carrying with it the men 
named. Some of them were thrown 120 feet 
out into the river, being prvjected even 
furtber than the buik cf the rock which filled 
up the river and turned it cut into the south- 
ern bank. Those Witnessing the sight were 
tilled with horrer; ard it was not supposed 
one ofthe unfortunete men would be found 
alive. Consternation prevailed for the 
moment, and the workmen flocked from 
ali directions. Their astonishment was great 
when one by one|the inen began clambering out 
for the shore, and complete when every one 
was taken from the debris and river tothe 


shore alive. All were moreor less cut up } 
dbout the head, and some had cuts and 


bruises on their bodies. ‘ 

Tbeir faces covered with dirt and blood, 
clothes mired and tattered and reeking with 
water, the presented a horrid spectacie, and 
thinking only skiilful surgery could save 
them, messenger sped to the televraph of- 
fice at New Chicago and requested immediate 
attendance of Dr. Mitchell, from Deer Lodge. 
When the Doctor arrived be found tae men 
hed all been taken to eamp, their wounds 
bathed, plastei applicd tu the euts, and not a 
bene was brokentio any of the five men who 
had perforiwed that roarvelcous vault through 
120 feetof space on v0 yards of rock, pro- 
pelled by villainous saitpetre. Mrs. Bennett, 
Mrs. McLain and Mrs. Wells were fortunate- 
lvin the camp, and hext to surgical atien- 
tion, which Was scarcely secessary, their 
ministrations had been skillful and suecess- 
ful. Mr. Bennett had some ugly face and 
scalp wounds, and Leichenberg also hida 
scvere scalp Wound. Auadcerson was some- 


what bruised up. When Dr. Mitchell 
left Wednesday morning, all but one 
of the men Were up and moving 


about cowfortabiy, and it is not thought that 
any of them are at ali dangerousiy hurt. Even 
before the Doctor arrived they were jokinz 
about the adventure, Bennett claiming he 
msdethe best jump and the others asserting 
he started ‘‘over buse.’? It is certainly the 
most remarkable accident, considering the 
circumstances and escape, we have ever heard 
of. Tbe displacement ofrock was enormous, 
the kulk moved being as large as the MeBur- 
ney House. We have made careful inquiry 
as to the facts and the distance stated as that 
which the men were thrown, as also the 
height of the ciiff above the river, and the 
aboveis the least estimate made. Had the 
eruption been of earth, or had the men fallen 
clear in the water, orif there had been but 
one.man ard he had escaped, it would not 
have been so marvelous, but tbat five men 
should be hurled 120 feet in air among a 
thousand tons of granite, fall With it and in 
itand among it, aud escape with only a few 
trivial cuts and bruises, is beyond compre- 
hension.

A MILD-EYED MAN. 


He Has Had the Honor of Removing 
Pweuty-Six Citizens From Life. 
Letter in New xork Sun. 

At Gunnison, Col., last August, whiie wait- 
ing for the small hours of the morning to 
come around, we were entertained with nar- 
ratives illustrating the customs of the coun- 
try, given by Dr. W. S. Cockrell, Lieuts. 
Febriger, Wagner and Wetherill, gentlemen 
connected with the United States army, anil 
others familiar with life and death in the 
Western wilds. Dr. Cockrell, on being asked 
whether the reports of killing affrays were not 
oreaily exaggerated, repliedthat some of them 
were, While in other cases the truth had never 
bean told. 

‘There is a man,’ remarked the Doctor, 
indicating a mediumssized, mild-eved per- 
son who stood inthe doorway tookine into 
the billiard-room of the Tabor llouse, *“*who 
has killed twenty-six men, and heis only 24 
vears of age. He is Hv B. Masterson, of 
Duodee City, Kas. Jic killed his men in the 
interest of law and order. Onee he snot 
seven men dead within « few minutes.” 

‘SHow?”? 


‘*While in a frontier town news was 
brought to him that his brother had been 


killed by a squad of rufllans just,across the 
street. Taking a revolver in eaqd® hand, for 
he snoots readily with both, in is manner 
[the Doctor bere crossed his right wrist over 
his Jeft in the fourm of an Xj, he ran over to 
averge his brother. The murderers became 
terror-stricken Whenthey saw him coniing, 
and hastily locked the door. Masterson 
jumped square against the door with both 
feet, bursting it open at the ftirst atrempt. 
Then he sprang inpsice, tiring immediately 
right and left. Four dropped dead in shorter 
time than it requires to tellit. The remain- 
ing three raniortheir borses in a Vain at- 
tempt to escape from ihe town. He followed 
{heim up so closely that before they reached 
the outskirts all three had bitten the dust. 
‘At arother time,’ continued tae Doctor, 
Siwo Mexican bali-brceds, a father und soa, 
hecame verv troubiesome in the mining 
camps. They were the sharpest shots in the 
country, Working together with a precision 
tiat made thein invineibie. AS soonas one 
hud eipptied the cbhamocers of his revolvers 
he would reload under vover of the other. 
Many a miner had they murdered and reliev- 
ed of his outfitand treasure. A standing re- 
ward of $500 was offered for their bodies or 
their heads. Finaily, Masterson resolved to 
kili the half-breeds. They occupied a cabin 
ina little clearingin an almost inaccessible 
piace in the mountains, 
before daybreak, Masterson crept to the verge 
of the clearing with a 1eveating-rife 
in his hands. Hidden by a friendly 
bush, he reclined on a sack which he had 
brought from his horse, that he had fastened 
amileawayinaglien. Shortly after sunrise 
the door of the cabin opened wide enough to 
permit the shagev head of the old manto 
protrude. After sweeping the boundaries of 
the clearing with searching evyes,the head 
was siowly withdrawn. Ina few minutesthe 
head reappeared followed by a body with a 
belt of pistojs strapped around bis waist and 
arifleslung over his shoulders. The old 
men carried a water-pail, and at his side 
walked the son, fully armed. Masterson 
covered the old man with his rifle overa 
path to and fronia spring a hundred yards 


or so from the eabin at right 
angles. The father and son were 
conversing earnestiv, seemingly un- 


willing to re-enter the cabin, before the door 
of which they stood forsometime. Thirty 
minutes passed, Which seemed hours to Mas- 
terson, before be could obtain what he con- 
sidered a favorable shot. Finally, the old 
man made 2 move which uncovered his son. 
Masterson took advantage of his opportunity, 
und the voung man fejito rise no more. Be- 
forethe smoke revealed from whence the 
shot hud comethe oli man wasa corpse 
alongside of his boy. Cutting off their heads, 
Masterson placed them in his sack, and 
Siaried to exhibit his trophies in ordarioo>- 
talh the promised reward. A two-days’ ride 
uncer a bot sun swelled and distigured toe 
heads so that they were unrecogniz ible, tak- 
Inv advantage of which the suuthorities re- 
fused to pay the reward,”

The situation inthe next Congress, which 
meets in December, is thus summed up, all 
the elections for the vear being over with one 
exception: The nine vacancies in the House 
that bave occurred since the elections of las* 
fall are filled, with one exception. OSSIAN E. 
Ray, of New Hauapshire, takes the place of 
EVARTS W. FARR, deceased; SAMUEL DIB- 
bL¥. of South Carolina, will fill the seat of 
M. P.O'CONNOR; deceased; JOHN T. RICH, 
of Michigan, wil] take Senator CONGER’s 
place, and NELSON DINGLEY, of Maine, 
that of Senator FRYE. Senator Lapr- 
HAM‘*S seat in the House will be filled 
bv’ JAMES W. WabDswortTH, ana Senator 
MILLER’S by CHARLES t. SKINNER, 
both New Yorkers. FERNANDO Woop’s 
successor is JONUN HARDY. These seven 
changes are of men only, not of party. Sena- 
tor ALDRICH’S seat will be filled on the 22] 
instant, probably by the electicn of ex-Gov. 
CHARLES C. VAN ZANDT, certainly by a Re- 
publican. The single political change oc- 
curred in the Eleventh New York District, 
where ROSWELL P. FLOWER, Demozrat, was 
elected to succeed LEVI P. MORTON, Min- 
ister to France and a Republican. This 
change of one is, however, suflicient 
to rob the Republicans of an _  abso- 
lute majority of the House. Out of 
2!S members they will have 146, while the 
Democrats will muster 13i—leaving a balance 
of ten members, consisting of CGreenbackers 
Readjusters and Independents. Out of this 
sjuad of tenthe Republicans need but one 
recruit, and there is no reason to doubt their 
ability to get what they want. The Repub- 
licans, in other words, will organize the 
House, and proceed to oust enough Demo- 
crats torender any further bargaining with 
the sjuad of eccentrics unnecessary. The 
Senate will be made up on the first 
Monday in December of 37 Democrats, 37 old 
line Depublicans, and two new Republicans, 
ManiONE and Davis. This will be the situa- 
tion, barring deaths,until Mareb 4, 1885, when 
Senator JOHNSTON will be succeeded by a 
Repubhean, Senator KELLOGG Dem- 
ccrat, Senator Davis by one of the old guard, 
and Senator MCPHERSON, in all likelihood, 
by a Republicap.

Brown stated to your reporter that afew days 
previous, while going over house-tops with an 
Kastern electrician, they ‘‘made discoveries 
that explain the poor manner in which the fire- 
alarm telegraph lines work, as a general rule.’’ 
When asked to relate these discover 
iesin detail, he saysthey found the wires in 
a ‘thomible condition.’’ They were nor 
property insulated, that they run along, and 
against walls, that hooks used tu fasten wires 
to corners Of buildings are not in proper shape, 
etce., etc. Lam not surprised at Mr. Brown's 
discoveries, but it certainly is astonishing to 
tind Mr. Brown giving vent to sucn hasty and 
uuweriantable expressions, 

The condition he found those housetop wires 
in is very easi.y expiatined. All the wires em 
oruced in that district which is bounded oa tne 
west Ly Seventeenth street, south by Marine 
avenue, east by the levee and north by Mound 
street have beenirebulitvin last few years and 
placed on vood substantial poles: hence, Mr. 
Brown and his abie e:estritianu have 
been verv careful in examining ‘(ead wires,’’ 
or, in other words, wires that have lone since 
been abardoned wand are net used bv this de.

The robbery of the Biddle Market Savings 
sank, on Thirteenth and Biddle, at high noon 
yesterday, was oneof the neatest. as wellasone 
of the most successful featsin the criminal cal- 
ender. A well dressed.gentleman dropped into 
the bank late Saturday afternoon, and after cul- 
tivating the acquaintance of Frank Peitzmeier, 
the teiler, poured into his earsa long story 
about his being a young man seeking an in- 


vestment. After some talk, in which he 
made a very good impression on the 
cashier, he bought one Government bona 


and left. About noon Monday the well-dressed 


stranger called again, accompanied bv a friend 
inabnggy. Going into the bank, ne reminded 
the teller of hiscallon Saturday, and begun 
talkiug again about ‘‘tnose bonds.’’ He satd 
the gentleman out in the buggy was thinking 
of buying some, too, but his horse was restive, 
and the teller bad better go outto him. Inthe 
mean time another party, evidently in league 
with the robbers, came in and tried to deposit 
some money with Cashier Koch, and the connt 
of the two gentlemen varieca asto the amount 
of cash, and they bad a very acrim>?- 
nious discussion about it, which fally 
occupied the cushier’s attention aud prevent 
ed him from seeing what might be going on at 
the teller’s window. Seizingthe opportnnity 
the bond-buying young man walked in and 
emptied tne cash drawer of $7,000, which he 
jainmec into his overcoat pocket. Then he 
went out to Teller Peitzmeier,who was still try 
ing to sell some bondstothe nan in the bug- 
xv, whom hetold that he would see later, 
jumped into the buggy and cut the 
horse with the whip, disappearing immediate- 
ly. The man whose money would not 
countupright also at once disappeared. The 
robbery was discovered a tew moments later 
when the teller wished to pay acheck; but it 
wus too late, the thieves had scattered with 
their booty, andthere was nothing left but 
to goforsympathy tothe police. Detectives 
were placed atthe LUnion Depot and a close 
description of the nen was sentto all the po- 
lice stations, but twenty-four hours have 
clap-ed since the robbery. with no result. 
CASHIER KOCH’S STORY. 

The situation of the Biddle Street Bank is 
paiticularly open to just such a robbery as 
was effected yesterday. The bank counter is 
something in the sbape of anell, a large open 


space being-afforded into its interior through 
the directors’ room. In this in- 
temor the safe stands always open, anid 


with a pletnoric look, inviting burglarv. A 
POST-DISPATCH reporter called at the bank this 


morning and had a long talk with Cashier 
koch upon the theft.

Other Decisions—A Sister’s Snit Against 
a Hotel-Keeper—Court News. 


The Court of Appeals to-day dismissed the 
petition of Bernardine Abeln, the Park avenne 
saloon-keeper who sought tocompel Collector 
Hudsonto reissue a dramshop license. The 


petitioner claimed a reissue of the license on 
the ground that the power possessed 
by the city by virtue of its 


by implication by 
the Legislature as to those persons who at the 
time of the passage of the act of Iso4, pronibit- 
ing dramsbhoups: within 00 feet of the Lafayette 
Park, were keeping dramshops within that 
limit. The Appellate Court sees noforcein 
such a ¢laim. The city possessed and 
possesses u general powerto suppres; dram- 
shops throughoutits limits. Notwith-tinding 
this power, the legislature saw fit to deal di- 
rectly wirh the subject aud exercise its power 
to prohibit new dramshops from being estab- 
lished within the jiant. The tact that it saw fit 
toexcept trom this exercise of its power existing 
dramsbops cannot be construed a3 curtailing 
the general power of the city on ths subject. 
It was competent forthe city the day after the 
passage of the act of l=jtto pass an ordinance 
revoking the dramsbop licenses within sow 
treet of Lafayette Parkand it woail have been 
operative upen the exrration of the lic@nses 
then existing. The Legisianture simply suid 
‘We will not directly prohibit those sa'oon- 
keepers who are there from continuing to car- 
rv on their tn butit did not say to the 
citv, ‘You shall not prohibit them from doing 
it.’’ The city’s position is sustained, the 
license refused and the saloon-Keeper’s pe- 
tition Cismis-ed.
